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president ford was busy in washington today talking about the 4th of july and the bicentennial he opened a 
sort of time capsule on capitol hill and he dedicated a new museum at the smithsonian institution we'll see 
that later in the program but mr ford's mind was not totally on the 4th of july he was also thinking of the 16th 
of august when the republican convention begins here's more from marilyn berger first he dedicated the new 
national air and space museum he didn't even have to cut the ribbon that was done by a laser beam 
activated by the viking spaceship in orbit around mars a vivid demonstration of technological progress there 
was music in red white and blue bunting just like an old time parade [Music] the president then made his way 
to the capitol where he opened a 100 year old safe filled with historical momentum this is a photograph of uh 
former president uh u.s grant behind these colorful bicentennial scenes mr ford continued to fight for the 
convention delegates who can keep him on the job although his advisors try to appear confident that he'll win 
on the first ballot they admit they still have a lot of homework to do a strong pitch is being made to split the 
mississippi delegation an effort to get about 10 delegates to break away from the reagan camp and 
demonstrate that mr ford has support in the deep south here at the white house today mr ford courted eight 
delegates from pennsylvania and 17 from delaware in two weeks he'll go to connecticut personally to attend 
that state's republican convention as a campaign aide told me we've got to hang on to what we've got and 
get what's coming to us marilyn berger nbc news at the white house jimmy carter the presidential candidate 
has hung out a help wanted sign he's looking for someone to run 
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looking for someone to run for vice president it's a nice job if you can win it 62 500 a year nice house not 
much to do carter's first job interview was with senator edmund muskey who has experienced muskie was 
hubert humphreys running mate in 1968 don oliver reports from plains georgia it was the dead of night when 
muskie and his wife arrived in georgia on a jet carter chartered muskie said he was surprised to be here 
surprised that carter wanted to talk to him about the vice presidential nomination muskie had thought he was 
not really being considered until carter summoned him to planes in a phone call on saturday night there were 
handshakes hugs and kisses at the carter home and they all went inside where carter and musky talked for 
about an hour before going to bed this morning they had another session which lasted two or three hours 
then carter took muskie on a walking tour through planes to the local campaign headquarters in the earlier 
meetings they had covered the relationship between congress and the president budgeting techniques and 
the proper relationship between the president and the vice president on this walk they didn't talk about 
matters of substance there were too many tourists and newsmen around later as the muskies were preparing 
to leave the two men were non-committal senator meski and i both had a clear understanding before he 
came down that this was uh under this put neither one of us under any obligation that we'll discuss it further 
later and uh i think that's proper way for it to be pursued as i said earlier i would consider senator muskie to 
be completely qualified to serve as president well my view of this is that i don't make any decisions until the 


governor has made a decision muskie arrived in plains with some doubts about the role that the number two 
man would play in a carter administration he left saying he was satisfied carter is seeking an active and 
productive vice president 
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president don oliver nbc news planes georgia carter will hold more of these meetings it said that senator 
frank church is on carter's list of possibles church was a late starter in the primaries but he did well another 
name mentioned is that of minnesota senator walter mondale highly respected in the senate it's said that 
senator john glenn of ohio the former astronaut is under consideration he might help win ohio and its treasury 
of electoral votes and it might be someone whose name is not on any of the lists david politics perhaps 
mercifully had to stay in the background a bit during a few days while american people with the american 
people were celebrating and so in the republican race for delegates there has been very little movement by 
nbc news's count ford has a 1038 delegates and needs 92 more reagan has 985 and needs 138 more so an 
uncommitted delegate now can expect flattering letters phone calls baskets of flowers and boxes of 
chocolate creams and even invitations to the white house kenley jones has looked into this and tells us what 
he has learned gail healey works part-time as a tour guide in natchez mississippi showing visitors the 
antebellum mansions there she is also redecorating her own home but she hasn't had a lot of time for that 
lately or for spending time with two of her four sons who are home this summer mrs healy is one of the truly 
uncommitted delegates to the republican convention and as such a lot of people have been occupying her 
time giving her their opinions about who the nominee should be and why she says no high pressure has 
been applied even when president ford telephoned her last spring and when she met personally with ronald 
reagan and jackson last week but nevertheless she is beginning to feel the stress so much so that a few 
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feel the stress so much so that a few days ago she signed up for a course in transcendental meditation much 
of this area along the mississippi is reagan country but mrs healy says she wants to vote for the candidate 
who has the best chance of winning in november she says she may not make up her mind until after she 
knows who the democrats have nominated for vice president and what their platform will be i'm trying to keep 
an open mind with an objective viewpoint and not to let not to be influenced by individuals you know trying to 
bring pressure i i listen to their reasoning and then and try to sift through it to see if uh but everybody has a 
different opinion this is the first time mrs healey has been a delegate to the national convention she says she 
knew it would be a big responsibility but not one that would follow her wherever she goes even to a weekend 
tennis match don't you think the people in natchez sort of are beginning to feel that un maybe reagan is uh 
should be well represented there you see we've got a lot of people who are feeling strongly about it i do but i 
have had the same number i've had not exactly the same number but within one or two who have said that 
they think that ford is the only man that can be caught ford or reagan reagan or ford gail healy admits that 
right now she doesn't know what or who will help her make a decision but she does know that very soon the 
ball will be in her court and she will have to return it to one side or the other emily jones nbc news natchez 
mississippi presidential candidate jimmy carter was heading for florida this evening for a big fundraising 
dinner before he left plains georgia he added 





before he left plains georgia he added some names to his list of possible running mates the latest names are 
congressman peter rodino of new jersey and senator henry jackson carter will meet tomorrow with senators 
walter mondale of minnesota and john glenn of ohio and ears new york city officials are acting as though the 
delegates to next week's democratic convention are all rubes and hay seeds the city of new york has gone to 
great lengths to warn the delegates against the perils of the big city at the same time there is a security 
problem madison square garden sits on top of one railway station and two subway stations it is impossible to 
seal it off completely from the freaks and crazies who are a feature of street life in that part of town not to 
mention some more menacing new york natives robert hager has a report on all of this new york is trying 


hard to clean up for the democratic convention to make a good impression on the more than three thousand 
delegates coming to madison square garden but it isn't easy the area around madison square garden is 
unattractive sidewalks are usually littered the neighborhood draws a lot of derelicts [Music] new yorkers who 
know the area have mixed feelings i think new york is a very exciting place for the convention but i think this 
area is horrible and very frightening for most people that first come into our city even the new york city police 
official in charge of security for the democratic convention admits there are problems with the garden i think 
it's a bad place to hold a convention i think the building is very very difficult to secure i think the building is 
very very difficult to search you must remember our line levels in this building and we have three levels 
beneath this building we're very congested area here we have a very very densely traveled area we have 
anywhere from eight hundred thousand to a million people per day using the various railroad systems 
beneath the god it's just an area that really doesn't give us a lot of room to maneuver 
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there will be two thousand secret service and other security people on duty in and around the garden two 
side streets will be sealed off but there'll be buses to take the delegates directly to the garden door new 
york's host committee wants to make life as comfortable as possible for the delegates the committee will give 
each delegate a small suitcase with gifts with literature about the city and invitations to delegate lounges at 
many of the big new york department stores but officials are concerned about other kinds of come ons for 
delegates such as handbills for massage parlors [Music] the city's porno district has spread far beyond times 
square during the convention police will more than double the number of uniformed officers in midtown and 
use a new State law against loitering to discourage streetwalkers it's going to be rough and they're trying to 
get all the girls off the streets giving them 15 days and this is not any good because you can't stop it from a 
big city like this it's been going on for oh man before my time your time and everybody else's time they can 
put so many of us in jail but they can't put up all this in jail they can't hold us all they can pick up maybe two 
or three hundred and it's all over but you still got maybe six or seven more hundred out here you know so 
what can you do when you come to the realization that the area is there we're not gonna change it and we're 
not gonna be able to change it for a week uh we're gonna work with it and we're gonna do very well uh 
working around it and despite the problems many new yorkers still think the city is a good place for a political 
convention i think this is the best setting they could possibly have this is the world right here everything that 
happens happens in new york and this is where they're gonna learn what's happening carpenters are hard at 
work changing the scene inside madison square garden but it's not easy to change the city outside the 
garden's walls new york officials were relieved when they came through the bicentennial celebration without 
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celebration without major problems now they just hope they can be as fortunate for the democratic 
convention robert hager nbc news new york and with jimmy carter's lock on the nomination some 
southerners are calling new york city atlanta north it's the ultimate humiliation good night for nbc news north 
dakota's republican convention is choosing 18 delegates pure gold to two candidates desperately trying for 
their presidential nomination and ronald reagan was in fargo working saying he is truly genuinely devoutly 
andy washington saying he would run stronger against jimmy carter and was trying to see how many of the 
eighteen he could get kenley jones has a report from fargo [Music] reagan spent two hours last night 
shuttling back and forth between meeting rooms in a fargo motel talking to as many state convention 
delegates as would listen to him the object was to drum up support in the event of a floor fight over the 
selection of north dakota's 18 delegates to the national convention reagan was worried that a slate of 
delegates backed by the state party machinery would heavily favor president ford as the convention began 
reagan supporters were pondering whether to accept the party slate which would assure them of some 
delegates at least or whether to challenge the slate from the convention floor and run the risk of losing all 18 
delegates to president ford the ford forces were firmly in control of the convention and probably could have 
shut reagan out but they are anxious to preserve party unity for north dakota's gubernatorial election this fall 
so they agreed to a slate which gave the president 12 delegates reagan 4 and left 2 uncommitted in the spirit 


of party unity reagan was less critical of president ford than he was of jimmy carter he said carter's anti- 
washington campaign is phony he has exposed that with the platform that has just been adopted by the 
democratic party 
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democratic party the platform in which he finds the answer to every problem in more government in more 
washington programs in more centralization of authority reagan continues to argue that he is truly anti- 
washington and given the mood of the country would make a stronger candidate against carter than 
president ford but first he must get the nomination and after north dakota he is still running behind kim lee 
jones nbc news fargo north dakota back at the white house the president and his political aides were pleased 
today by the number of delegates they are picking up one of them told john cochran of our staff that mr ford 
now sees how he is going to get over the top earlier today the president ford committee claimed more new 
delegates from the ranks of the uncommitted we have checked these claims against our nbc news delegate 
files and we find some of them were already listed as favoring the president here's cochran's report on the 
story of the uncommitted president ford's delegate hunter said they had bagged 14 new ones but they 
admitted some of these new four delegates have long been leaning toward the president chief delegate 
counter jimmy baker said that by the end of next week when all the convention states have chosen their 
delegates the president will need fewer than one-fourth of the remaining uncommitted delegates there will be 
some 135 delegates remaining in the uncommitted column uh and we'll need only roughly some 30 to 25 to 
30 or 32 of those delegates we expect to get that number or more and we expect to have over 1130 
delegates before we get to kansas city baker said that when he talks to uncommitted delegates he reminds 
them that president ford is still considering reagan as his running mate but new york republican chairman 
richard rosenbaum said reagan would not help the ticket because he lacks broad appeal some white house 
aides are not so sure the president has the nomination locked up they think he has to win on the first ballot or 
the nomination will go to 
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ballot or the nomination will go to reagan so they want the conventions rules committee to require all four 
delegates to vote for him on that first ballot even though some of them personally favor reagan meanwhile 
white house aides think the best thing the president can do is beef up his campaign staff with experienced 
political heavyweights they also want him to end the bickering and feuds which have developed among his 
campaign advisors john cochran nbc news the white house by our count the republican contest is still very 
close but the president is still ahead we show ford with 1070 delegates reagan with nine hundred and ninety 
three one hundred and sixteen uncommitted that means mr ford is now sixty delegates short of the number 
needed to nominate there are eighty republican delegates still to be chosen we've been calling up 
uncommitted delegates and we find some movement toward mr ford but it's still awfully close david while the 
republicans wrestle right down to the very door of the convention hall the democrats feel themselves 
comfortable at ease and relaxed their nominations settled in the primaries and so jimmy carter was in plains 
georgia worrying not about delegates but about a nominee for vice president and today he talked to two 
senators he says he is considering walter mondale of minnesota and john glenn of ohio don oliver has been 
there all day watching this vice presidential hospital number two senator walter mondale of minnesota he 
arrived early this morning with his wife joan the two men talked in carter's house for three hours then the two 
couples strolled down the single block of main street in plains carter introducing the mondales to 
shopkeepers and customers along the way once mondale had said he didn't want the burden of a long 
campaign now he says he's ready and carter says he believes him mondale is more liberal than carter but 
the two agreed they are not incompatible on the are you going issues we discussed uh 
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are you going issues we discussed uh some of the litmus paper issues of the adequacy of of our nation's 
defense uh an aspiration for a balanced budget or question is about uh forced blessing and i'm completely 
satisfied that his president or senator mondale could support with enthusiasm my own position obviously 
eager for the job but without any commitment from carter [Music] says he is looking for a vice presidential 
nominee who will be qualified to lead the country if something should happen to him but his staff is involved 
more in political considerations they want someone who can bring votes in november right now one source in 
the campaign said it doesn't appear that any of the candidates will really help the ticket next contestant in the 
vice presidential pageant ohio senator john glenn who arrived a couple of hours after mondale had departed 
i've seen nothing that that he has had up until now that i disagreed particularly with so i think a good 
compatibility as far as the issues go senator jackson and possibly one more candidate in new york don oliver 
nbc news planes georgia president ford says he is now confident of winning the presidential nomination on 
the first ballot and if so he may throw the vice presidential nomination open to the convention to choose 
anyone it likes if that happened the convention presumably would choose ronald reagan since he is the only 
other candidate with any support at all if he would take it john cochran is at the white house the president 
was in a relaxed mood and wanted to show that he's confident of getting the nomination his aides figured the 
big political story next week will be the democratic convention so they schedule this news 
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convention so they schedule this news conference today mr ford said ronald reagan is still on his list of vice 
presidential possibilities but he hedged when asked whether reagan is qualified to be president mr ford said 
he knows personally all the people he has under consideration for the number two spot so he will not follow 
jimmy carter's example of holding auditions the president also denied charges that the republican national 
committee is giving the ford campaign preferential treatment at the national convention the latest reagan 
supporter to make that charge is tom curtis former chairman of the federal election commission curtis said 
that since taxpayers are subsidizing the convention's expenses the election commission should investigate 
the decision to allot most of the tickets and hotel rooms to ford aides i take issue not only with the ford 
campaign's obvious abuse of mr ford's accidental incumbency but also the way in which millions of taxpayer 
dollars are being flagrantly misused by the ford partisans who run the republican national committee 
president ford responded that the accusation by curtis was about what you would expect from a reagan 
supporter and mr ford was not disturbed by the suggestion that his election chances in november will be hurt 
if he wins the nomination by only a narrow margin the president said if you win you win period john cochran 
nbc news the white house reagan meanwhile was still in their plugging and it's reported he is mentioned in 
private some choices for his vice presidency john connelly of texas or william simon secretary of the treasury 
or possibly senator howard baker of tennessee john reagan was in colorado today looking for more 
delegates and so is a man named ford douglas kiker reports from fort collins colorado is part of the far west 
which ronald reagan always has claimed as his home base in this race for the republican presidential 
nomination and reagan came here today to fort collins the site of 





here today to fort collins the site of tomorrow's state republican convention to shore up that plane the state 
convention will elect 16 at-large delegates by a simple plurality floor vote nine others are being elected today 
at congressional district caucuses and reagan supporters are all saying they have the votes to win them all 
reagan is here to greet his followers who have worked so hard for him and to try and keep things in line he'll 
address the convention tomorrow president ford is being represented in colorado by his son jack who spent 
today at the congressional caucuses plugging for his father ford's supporters here dispute the claim that 
reagan holds a comfortable majority of the convention floor vote the ford people say it's much closer than 
that and that the vote on the 16 at large delegates tomorrow could go either way most of colorado's 
republican party leaders are in the forward camp a total of only 25 convention delegates will be elected here 
today and tomorrow that's not many at least on paper but it's such a close race between ronald reagan and 
gerald ford reagan has been counting all along on winning most if not all of the votes in the colorado 
delegation after all colorado is part of the far west part of reagan's home base and it will be a bitter 


disappointment to him if he doesn't this is douglas kiker nbc news in fort collins colorado caucuses and hotel 
ballrooms parties all over town hanging tickets and credentials around their necks on strings exclaiming with 
pleasure at new york's hospitality and jimmy carter is still smiling and with good reason it's all his today he's 
interviewed more of those he is considering for the vice presidency said he thinks highly of all of them but 
has narrowed it down now to maybe three representative peter rodino of new jersey has now asked that he 
not be considered and he will make the speech placing carter's name in nomination don oliver has been 
watching all this all day and here's his report idaho senator who defeated carter in four of the late primaries is 
thought by some to have been included 
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is thought by some to have been included only because there had been so much public speculation he would 
be a finalist that carter didn't want to embarrass him church of course said later that carter is seriously 
considering several candidates and had been good enough to include him in that group carter said he was 
impressed with church's experience in foreign affairs and the polls show church would be an asset to the 
ticket i have a great admiration for him and i'll also have uh observe very carefully when he and i met on the 
campaign trail that he often beat me and i have ai have a respect for his political promise thank you very 
much church left without a commitment and carter retired to his suite to meet with members of the 
democratic black caucus the black leaders were concerned about the role blacks will play in a carter 
administration the fact that los angeles mayor tom bradley is not being considered for vice president and 
convention rule changes affecting blacks they emerged with their spokesman richard hatcher mayor of gary 
indiana saying that carter had given them satisfaction a series of concerns of blacks were presented to 
governor carter and he was asked to respond to those concerns i feel confident in saying that based upon 
his response to those concerns as presented to him that we without reservation will work to support jimmy 
carter to become the next president of the united states carter next tried to solve some problems with the 
women's caucus they were threatening a floor fight over demands that half the delegates to the 1980 
convention be women in the meeting carter pacified the leadership agreeing to encourage and assist them in 
their demands without committing himself to a firm decision the women still have to vote on it but it appears 
the only outstanding issue of the convention has now been diffused senator adley stevenson iii was next to 
be ushered into carter's presence some say stevenson is not a 
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presence some say stevenson is not a serious contender that carter put him on the list for vice president only 
to make chicago's mayor richard daley happy after the hour and a half meeting stevenson was asked if the 
fact he is considered a dull campaigner would work against him well the the governor uh given me the great 
courtesy of not raising that to suggestion um it has been raised in all my prior campaigns some for now and 
maybe a dullness is what it takes to win there were a couple of surprises today carter announced that there 
would have been eight men interviewed for the job of vice president but one man senator abraham rebicov of 
connecticut said he was not interested in the job and carter revealed that one of the seven with whom he has 
already talked has told him that he is not interested congressman peter rodino who will now make the 
principal nominating speech for carter at the convention don oliver nbc news at the carter headquarters in 
new york it begins tonight it runs four days the delegates paying their own expenses alabama's chairman 
came to new york ahead of time to check out the scene and he reported back to alabama that each delegate 
to get here spend four or five days and get home would need about a thousand dollars the main business 
tonight are the two keynote speeches won by john glenn the first american to orbit the earth and one by 
barbara jordan the first black woman elected to congress from the south the keynoters are expected to 
arouse the delegates but they're pretty well aroused already because they think they're going to win there 
was some evidence today that they might be right it came from the republican national committee which 
didn't have that in mind and john cochran has the story the assessment of carter was taken in a private poll 
of fifteen hundred registered voters the poll with poll was paid for by the republican national committee 
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committee results have not been made public but they were released privately today the top officials in both 
the ford and reagan campaigns the survey shows that carter ran well among both independents and 
conservative democrats who voted for richard nixon in the last two elections and as expected carter scored 
well among southern voters some voters said they don't know carter very well but what they see they like 
republican officials say carter's biggest weakness is that some voters regard him as fuzzy on specific issues 
and is inexperienced especially in the area of foreign affairs even so the poll confirms what republican 
officials already knew that jimmy carter will be tough to beat in november john cochran nbc news the white 
house convention is senator hubert humphrey of minnesota had jimmy carter not done well this year we 
might be in madison square garden watching the nomination of humphrey but things didn't turn out that way 
marilyn berger reports hubert humphrey whose own presidential aspirations were dashed by carter's success 
gave his full support to the man he wanted so much to beat he did it at a meeting of his own minnesota 
delegation i've had people ask me well what are you going to say to the delegation humphrey are you going 
to tell them to vote for carter and i said i'm not going to tell them to do anything because they're not going to 
be told i know you people well enough but i am going to strongly recommend that you back governor carter 
not only with your votes because he's going to get this nomination whether we back him or not i'm backing 
him but what i want you to do is to remember that democrats win elections not only with votes but with 
enthusiasm humphrey was chided for being all talk and no action because he wasn't wearing a carter button 
right after that one of jimmy carter's cousins already politicking the minnesota delegation stuck a carter pin in 
humphreys lapel 
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right there yes sir thank you very much thank you very much said all the democratic party needs is a large 
dose of optimism and enthusiasm as usual humphrey was there with an oversupply of both marilyn berger 
nbc news new york governor brennan of california has arrived in new york saying he is still a candidate even 
though he knows carter will win the nomination and he still intends to have his name put before the 
convention and will take whatever votes he can get rick davis has kept up with the governor all day 
[Applause] knowing the unpredictability of their governor most members of the cheering california delegation 
had no idea what he would say today and in his usual way he backed into announcing that he is still in the 
running and is not releasing his 204 california delegates he recited a litany of the states where he had beaten 
jimmy carter he repeated much of his campaign speech and then dropped in these we will lines [Applause] 
some nominating speeches we'll have three of them cesar chavez yvonne burke and governor edwards in 
louisiana [Applause] after announcing the names the leader of the united farm workers a black 
congresswoman from california and the governor of louisiana brown said he understands the arithmetic of 
the convention and knows who will get the nomination then he made a plea for party unity to win in 
november i ask you to do whatever you can between now and wednesday night and between now and 
november let's put a democrat in the white house and let's get this country moving where it ought to go can 
you do that brown feels the people who voted for him in the primaries have earned a roll call vote at the 
convention rick davis nbc news new york mayor richard j daly of chicago is here and in fact we'll be hearing 
from him later in the program the mayor is still operating 
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is still operating in the grand manner last night daley asked the illinois delegation for a unanimous vote for 
jimmy carter a supporter of another candidate got up and said i will not vote to make it unanimous and the 
mayor said that we'll make it unanimous without you we'll have more news in a minute the democrats today 
got by without a credentials fight there was none of the bloodshed of previous conventions it wasn't all quite 
smooth sailing however there was the first ever telephone vote taken of all the delegations at this convention 
a minority plank was introduced for more on the day so far let's go down to the floor and john hart well john a 
few minutes ago i raised my voice above the hubbub here and asked the lady who had been sitting here 
through all the proceedings what had happened here today and she said i don't know what she had missed 
in the hubbub and the gossiping was of course the credentials committee report and the nomination of 
permanent officers all of which went through without any trouble at all and by voice vote in fact this 


convention has been so programmed and so packaged fight is really an obsolete word here the only remote 
possibility of vocal descent came from mike bleacher a member of the rules committee from wisconsin who's 
introducing a resolution to allow three platform issues to be debated just to have some kind of discussion and 
we talked to him this afternoon as the convention rules now stand there will be no discussion on the platform 
only a presentation by the platform committee now the democratic party is a large party with many diverse 
opinions seems to me the delegates who have come here at lots of expense to themselves in terms of time 
in terms of money in terms of work for candidates disruption of their lives to be here have some right to have 
an influence on what's discussed what's said and what comes before the convention bleacher made his 
speech but the 
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bleacher made his speech but the organizers of this convention made sure it was while the networks had cut 
away for their nightly news broadcasts but people are coming here enjoying themselves for some reason or 
another i asked the people who'd arrived early today why they were here before the convention began and 
they said well the bus was leaving the hotel john the last order of business this this evening will be the formal 
adoption of the democratic party's platform formal adoption the platform has already been ironed smoothed 
starched written and cast in the image of jimmy carter's wishes catherine mackin is on the convention floor 
with a report if somehow all the programs proposed in the democratic platform would or could be put into 
effect tomorrow the cost would run into many many billions of dollars nothing like that's about to happen of 
course but this is one way of saying the platform is a traditional democratic document it offers major new 
spending programs the kind that have high appeal for rank and file democratic voters among some of its 
major proposals are these national health insurance welfare reform including an income floor under everyone 
this is usually called a guaranteed annual income and the full employment program which pledges to reduce 
adult unemployment to 3 in 4 years in congress this is called the humphrey-hawkins bill and estimates of its 
cost range between 20 and 50 billion dollars there is also a plank to pardon vietnam draft resistors and the 
usual language saying that defense spending should be cut five or seven billion dollars provided the world 
situation permits the platform has jimmy carter support and is expected to be approved with ease by this 
convention now back to john jimmy carter today was a relatively uncluttered day the only thing he did in 
public was to ask for support from uncommitted members of the new jersey delegation in private he worked 
on his acceptance 
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in private he worked on his acceptance speech and the final choice of his running mate carter's wife rosalind 
said he hasn't made up his mind carter's press secretary denied reports that the vice presidential field has 
been narrowed to two don oliver has more on carter's day james asked me a few minutes ago if i however 
got accustomed to all the lights in my eyes and the cameras grinding and the questions from the press i 
remember very clearly a year ago when i was eagerly looking for a microphone wouldn't have any trouble 
with lights in my eyes if somebody had a pencil and paper in their hand i very carefully walked over and 
walked alongside of them while they tried to go the other direction [Music] now jimmy carter is riding high no 
worries about the nomination floor fights or anything else this week his only public appearance of the day 
before the new jersey delegation some here still don't support it he doesn't really need their votes at the 
convention but he needs their support in the general election so he came here to warn them that the 
republicans will be a formidable foe that they will mount a strong campaign in the fall it would be a serious 
mistake for us to underestimate the challenge of our opposition it would be a serious mistake for us to be 
overconfident it would be a serious mistake for us to take a single state for granted or a single voter for 
granted after leaving the new jersey caucus carter went straight to his hotel suite where he changed denims 
and a sports shirt and began working on the acceptance speech he will deliver on thursday night during the 
afternoon carter met with various members of his staff but he did not according to his press secretary have 
any meetings with anyone else it is presumed carter talked with the staff about the vice presidential selection 
it is now said carter will make his 
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it is now said carter will make his decision late tomorrow and will announce it on thursday morning carter's 
press secretary jody powell held a briefing this afternoon and was peppered with questions about reports that 
carter has narrowed the vice presidential list to two or three powell said the answer was emphatically no 
number i don't Know and there's no reason that that that that one's thought processes have to operate like a 
beauty pageant where you you'd you come down to the five and have and and then have three runner-ups i 
think it's it's it's just as logical you know to look at six people and select one out of six without without having 
to rank order the uh the other five among other things powell said that it would probably suit carter just fine if 
jerry brown's name is placed in nomination for president at the convention powell denied that carter is trying 
to milk the vice presidential situation just to create some drama at the convention he said it would be 
presumptuous of carter to name his running mate before he has ever won the nomination don oliver nbc 
news at the carter headquarters in new york some other carter news a little farther up town up in central park 
eight-year-old amy carter climbed into the lap of the statue of hans christian anderson as so many thousands 
of children have a photographer of course was there and asked her to look up she said no she wanted to 
look down she wanted to look at the book in the statues hands and read it's open to the fairy tale the ugly 
duckling we'll be back with more news of the convention in a minute jimmy carter knows what he wants and 
a running mate but there's a black political caucus at this convention and it has its own ideas about a 
candidate for the vice presidency they have in mind a black she's a woman her name is barbara jordan she's 
a representative from texas and last night at this convention she made the only speech that really aroused 
the delegates 
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aroused the delegates today here's what the reverend mr jesse jackson a prominent member of the black 
caucus had to say about barbara jordan as regards to what happened last night and things that these 
conventions change very fast it is very clear that the interest in barbara jordan is not confined to the black 
caucus the burden is not upon the black caucus to deal with barbara john that is very clear that any white 
man or any white woman had done to this convention what barbara jordan did it would no longer be a matter 
of discussion there's nothing more balanced than a white southern man a black southern woman uh 
congresswoman jordan later said she does not want her name placed in nomination for the vice presidency 
she said that would be just a symbolic action and she is not interested she said in being a symbol for a while 
today before this convention opened it looked as though the feminists in the democratic party might put up a 
fight on the floor to get what they want i've talked to jimmy carter in private and today they agreed on a 
compromise the compromise didn't come easily to the woman mary alice williams reports what the carter 
people didn't want was a battle on the convention floor they'd worked hard for a compromise in the women's 
caucus one third of the delegates to this convention are women a good number wanted that figure raised to 
50 percent for the 1980 convention carter operatives on the platform committee agreed to promote equal 
representation but not to require it for two days the women met privately with carter for two days words were 
pushed around but in the end carter conceded little stand and not compromise with anyone just because he 
has the majority of delegate votes that the democratic convention the battle among the women was bitter 
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the battle among the women was bitter there were three hours of parliamentary challenges and podium 
grabbing what the women got from carter were promises full representation in the party possible appointment 
of a woman to his cabinet nothing new for presidents the women's caucus settles fight of the convention 
even the most diehard of the feminists agreed that the white house is a more realistic target than some of 
their principles barry alice williams nbc news there's an interesting frame of mind among the delegates to this 
convention they know jimmy carter is going to be nominated for the presidency some believe he will be 
elected beyond that they think he's apt to do them a lot of good at home on election day it's a phenomenon 
known as the coattails of jimmy carter bob jameson has more on the story after another democratic 
convention 28 years ago an illinois politician saw the democratic presidential candidate sweeping the state 


ticket into office with him the governor state legislators and other office seekers from a party that had been 
out of power and as he anticipated victory he said i smell the media cooking this time around many of the 
delegates think the meat is already cooked they are that sure of party unity and jimmy carter's popularity the 
delegates are having a good time at this convention even though it has no drama or excitement what is 
carrying them through the convention doldrums is the expectation that a carter victory in november will mean 
victory too for a lot of local 
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mean victory too for a lot of local candidates a case in point the delegates from illinois there is no credentials 
fight to hold their interest at this convention mayor daley has already crowned jimmy carter in part because 
he is certain carter is the best kind of king a winner what daley desperately wants to win back home is the 
race for governor he and his candidate michael holland who is in a close contest with a popular republican 
believe carter's popularity will make the difference in areas where the race will be won or lost i would think 
that we have the democratic sweep of illinois jimmy carter is a great candidate he's very popular in illinois 
you're in a very tight race will the carter candidacy help you well there's no question that the candidate for 
office sometimes rises or falls uh with the candidates with whom he runs party leaders in other midwestern 
states where carter's rural appeal may overcome traditional republican strength believe the same thing that 
carter's strength will mean the difference in a tight race even in california whose delegation strongly supports 
governor jerry brown delegates say carter can help local candidates win in november senator john tunney's 
popularity has slumped recently he looks forward to a ballot with his name just below carter's oh it certainly is 
not going to hurt at all it will help but of course i think if jerry brown were on the team as the vice presidential 
nominee or tom bradley it would help most of all [Music] everybody knows brown won't be on the ticket but 
that jimmy carter will be and they figure that what's good for jimmy carter has got to be good for them bob 
jameson nbc news new york and said today his side will not challenge the credentials of any delegate to the 
republican national convention next month including delegates pledged to president ford reagan called on 
ford to do the same thing for president ford there was a certain amount of political make work today 
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amount of political make work today he is bucking the publicity given to the convention in new york so he will 
throw out the first ball tonight at the all-star game in philadelphia earlier mr ford devoted himself to a farm 
family and some undercover policemen here's john cochran with the president's day the president invited a 
special undercover squad of district of columbia police to the white house to congratulate them on breaking 
up a fencing operation which led to more than 300 arrests mr ford used the occasion to get on a plug for his 
anti-crime program now before congress i have submitted as i think they know and you know additional 
legislation to congress to make it more difficult for those who break the law to continue to be free and to carry 
out their criminal activities mr ford also met with 2700 foreign exchange students his aides had hoped he 
could talk to them about the international olympic committee's decision on the controversy between canada 
and taiwan but the committee had not yet made its decision so the president talked instead about the need 
for international justice earlier through a spokesman he had criticized canada for refusing to let athletes from 
taiwan represent the republic of china tonight mr ford will attend the all-star baseball game in philadelphia 
white house press secretary ron nessen insists all this activity is not an attempt to compete with the 
democrats for the nation's attention the president himself according to nessen is paying little attention to the 
democrats last night mr ford did turn on his tv set to the convention but he kept the sound down low while 
waiting for something interesting to happen he never turned the sound up john cochran nbc news the white 
house the democrats will nominate jimmy carter tonight on the first ballot no question about that either in 
carter's mind or anyone else's but he did not behave today like a man who had a sure thing going he worked 
and worked hard he met with latin american delegations 
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latin american delegations labor leaders governors state delegations and he worked on choosing a candidate 
for vice president not a very relaxed day for a man who had every reason to be relaxed don oliver also 
worked hard today following carter around considered besides the second carter's smile today was the smile 
of a man with a secret a secret he's not about ready to divulge well i can't say that but i don't want to say how 
many are eliminated dropped out voluntarily now no no have you carter has not been lacking for advice on 
who his vice presidential pick should be first it was a contingent of labor leaders who told him their views 
mondale their first choice muskie was second next nine democratic governors were ushered up to the 21st 
floor individually they made their preferences known again mondale came in first but they said anyone carter 
picked was all right with them carter took some time out from the vice presidential ruminations to soothe the 
feelings of the national chicano caucus they said carter had not answered their requests for chicanos on his 
staff and in his administration if he's elected creditor agreed spanish-speaking people have been ignored in 
the past and he said it would not happen if he is elected a few hours before his certain nomination carter 
gathered with his home state delegation most of these georgians had labored for carter in one primary state 
after another in the days when he was jimmy who it was an emotional moment there were a lot of times 
when i was lonely and there were a lot of times when there was a great deal of doubt and we had some 
serious setbacks and i made some mistakes but i never had a feeling of loneliness or withdrawal or isolation 
or abandonment from the people of georgia 
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carter will not go to madison square garden tonight even after he wins the nomination he will stay in his suite 
watching television with his family and as he put it playing with his grandson he will not call his vice 
presidential pick until tomorrow morning then he will call the five losers after that and make his 
announcement don oliver nbc news at the carter headquarters in new york four names will be put into 
nomination tonight here in the madison square garden the names of ellen mccormick who was on the ballot 
in 18 primaries and who got 238 000 votes morris udall on the ballot in 22 primaries and who drew over a 
million and a half votes jerry brown who was in three primaries including the big california primary and who 
got nearly two and a half million votes and jimmy carter who was on the ballot in almost every one of the 
primaries and who got over six million votes the question today was who gets to be nominated first the 
convention decided that by drawing names out of a hat carl stern has the results there is one game of 
chance built into the presidential nominating process the drawing that took place this morning at the rules 
committee to set the order of presidential nominating speeches tonight the representative of ellen mccormick 
drew first because the mccormick papers were filed first with the convention number two hold it up this way 
next to choose a numbered card from the box the representative of morris udall number three number three 
then jimmy carter's representative the governor of texas dolph briscoe governor briscoe draw for jimmy 
carter [Music] plus the drawing produced another psychological edge for jimmy carter 
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psychological edge for jimmy carter representative of jerry brown was left with only one card to choose 
number four the final position so the order of nominating speeches tonight three for each candidate will be 
carter mccormick udall and brown carl stern nbc news new york the carter people did fine in the lottery but 
they're having trouble laying hands on the hottest ticket in town a carter aide said 125 staff people had been 
promised tickets for tonight's session but the carter headquarters was able to lay its hands on only a hundred 
john also the program tonight our fearless floor reporters will examine the pros and cons of those who are on 
jimmy carter's little list of possible running mates we'll be looking into the ford reagan battle for the republican 
nomination and wishing the president a happy birthday analyzing question of the convention is who will be 
jimmy carter's choice for a running mate there are six names on his list all senators frank church john glenn 
scoop jackson walter mondale ed musky adley stevenson each man has virtues and defects we have asked 
our floor reporters to tell us about them catherine mackin it is hard to think of a compelling reason why adlai 
stevenson iii should be chosen as the vice presidential candidate stevenson does have one of the grand old 
names of the democratic party for those who are old enough to remember and appreciate his father 
stevenson is also the first choice of chicago mayor richard daley some say that steve that carter choosing 


stevenson would mean that daley would help deliver the city of chicago and the state of illinois to the 
democrats in november but then right now many people think that carter can win illinois in november without 
anybody's help now to tom pettit as for john glenn of ohio the pros and cons are pro national hero all 
american khan no real applied experience to become president of the united states no 
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president of the united states no foreign policy experience and that kind of thing number two complex 
financial history dating from days as astronaut buying into the motel business finally keynote speech bombed 
out to john hart in frank church's favor is his knowledge of foreign affairs gained in the senate his strength in 
the west politically where carter was strong and where church won a good many primaries against him the 
fact he would be an eagerly cooperative vice president publicly and vocally loyal as well as a good 
campaigner not in his favor a bit too eager perhaps the potential for appearing subservient as vice president 
carter may have heard from his colleagues on the hill that church is not as good at engineering legislation as 
in holding hearings from which he seeks publicity as much as information and that perhaps he is not on the 
senate's list of heavyweights tom brokaw four years ago jimmy carter nominated henry scoop jackson of 
washington for president at the democratic national convention in miami that didn't work out so well and so it 
is unlikely that this year jimmy carter will be making any speeches on behalf of scoop jackson vice 
presidential candidate jackson is strong with labor but carter has made his peace with labor jackson has 
strong ties to the jewish vote but the jewish vote this year is not so important because with federal funds the 
federal government will be underwriting the presidential campaign and finally scoop jackson is a signal a red 
flag to the liberals and he would cause a walk out very likely from the carter campaign should he be picked 
and then two he's a dole campaigner now back to the booth and david brinkley and senator muskie he has 
the washington experience carter says he wants but he has been in two campaigns for president and vice 
president and lost them both he is from the northeast but from a state having very few electoral votes he is a 
catholic where carter is a baptist but no one is really sure that is politically important any longer he is already 
well known better known 
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he is already well known better known than some of the other five but he is capable of a public display of 
temper anger and emotion and in a political campaign that can be extremely unsettling to the public john 
senator walter mondale who is from minnesota does not come from a populist state does not have an 
instantly recognizable name and troubled carter earlier this year by dropping out of the race for the 
nomination those are his defects mondale's virtues are that he is a liberal democrat carter is a moderate 
mondale is a highly skilled and highly respected senator and if mondale gets the nod he would get the best 
press by far of any of the names on the list david for reasons best known to himself go governor brown of 
california is still out trying to round up delegates even though he says he knows arithmetic and realizes 
jimmy carter will be nominated on the first ballot brown of course is something of a mystic too and rick davis 
spent the day trying to fathom what brown is driving at this is a wrap-up of what has been one of the most 
colorful events of the day it's been called a fiesta for governor jerry brown and cesar chavez of the united 
farm workers a man who will nominate jerry brown for president tonight but it is only one event in a full day 
for the man whose actions often confuse political observers he has made tv appearances he's spoken to the 
pennsylvania delegation met with members of the california delegation had private meetings with labor 
leaders to some this appears a strange and fruitless effort brown has said repeatedly he understands the 
arithmetic of this convention that he knows jimmy carter will win but brown has been received well by every 
group he addressed in the past three days they have heard his philosophy of government his dry wit his 
pledge of party loyalty in the november elections he thinks he will be remembered and that may be the real 
reason for these efforts of the last 
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reason for these efforts of the last three days brown is 38 years old if jimmy carter fails in the november 
election brown feels he brown will be remembered in 1980. even if he has to wait until 1984 he will only be 
46. brown doesn't admit to that long-range plan but he doesn't deny it either and his aides speak about the 
plan often so for jerry brown this has been an interesting dress rehearsal rick davis nbc news at brown 
headquarters d3 today his doctor looked him over and found him to be in excellent health he took mrs ford 
took him to lunch at a famous washington restaurant the sam susie and tonight for his birthday dinner 
president ford will have corn beef corned beef and cabbage a favorite of his at the white house ronald reagan 
on the other hand was out beating the bushes in new jersey for delegates the 67 new jersey delegates are 
officially uncommitted but unofficially considered to be in president ford's pocket there are 55 delegates still 
to be chosen this weekend at state conventions in utah and connecticut and the reagan ford race is so close 
that every delegate is being courted with flattery and blandishments president ford is taking no chances 
particularly in connecticut he will appear at the republican convention there on saturday bob jameson reports 
on what is likely to happen the president's campaign aides hope there will be no accidents this time the 
president visits hartford no accident at this intersection where the president's limousine was struck by 
another auto on his last visit in october and no accident here at bushnell auditorium where the 35 delegates 
to the national convention will be chosen party officials have stacked the convention in president ford's favor 
and they are working hard up to the last minute to make certain not even one delegate is accidentally chosen 
to support ronald reagan in some states this year local party officials have stayed neutral

officials have stayed neutral in the fight between reagan and poor but not in connecticut ford people have 
been put in charge of the rules committee a ford supporter will be convention chairman reagan hasn't even 
been invited to attend state party chairman fred biebel who had promised reagan's aides he would play fair 
has endorsed four and who else in connecticut is supporting the president our united states senator our two 
congressmen our national committee people uh our liaison uh people from each congressional district as 
well as every former state chairman for the last 20 years ronald reagan really doesn't have a chance at this 
convention does he well everybody has a chance the reagan people have set up shop in a new haven hotel 
they are working the phones contacting each of the 987 delegates to the state convention the reagan 
workers say they'll capture some delegates but there is little else they can say we hope to be treated fairly 
and uh think that uh the delegates to the convention will certainly be in favor of governor reagan's position 
being fairly represented in the matter that the convention is conducted in so we we'd uh prefer to have a 
situation where the machinery is neutral but we hope there's no disadvantage to us here despite their brave 
talk of winning some of the delegates reagan's handlers admit it would be no surprise if president ford wins 
all of connecticut's delegates and that is precisely the ford campaign's target his aides believe winning all of 
the delegates in the last state convention will be an important factor in swaying the uncommitted delegates 
who will decide whether ronald reagan or president ford wins at the kansas city convention bob jameson nbc 
news hartford the republican national convention is just a little more than a month away here is the delegate 
count that nbc news has on president ford and ronald reagan compiled by our election unit president ford has 
1071 delegates that's 59 short of the 1130 he needs for nomination ronald reagan is a hundred and sixteen 
short and as you see there are 119 delegates 
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and as you see there are 119 delegates uncommitted and the two candidates will be battling for those 
uncommitted delegates probably right up to convention time david after a convention so free of hostility and 
rancor that it could almost have been an elks club annual picnic jimmy carter finally was able to climb into his 
four poster bed and under a quilt this morning he was up still smiling for breakfast with the democratic 
national committee where he said he plans to campaign 20 hours a day hopes to carry 50 states but is taking 
nothing for granted walter mondale was there and he talked to saying he had asked the party elders for 
advice and hubert humphrey told him keep it brief everybody laughed don oliver is there at the breakfast 
bacon and eggs but no grits and tells more about it carter was obviously pleased this morning his selection of 
a running mate had been enthusiastically endorsed by the democratic convention and his speech of 


acceptance had been appointed as perhaps the finest speech he made in 19 months of campaigning carter 
was joined by his vice presidential candidate senator walter mondale for a series of meetings with 
democratic party leaders cocky as he appeared carter had words of caution at a breakfast of democratic 
fundraisers his strategy for the fall he said is to run flat out he warned against anyone in the party sitting back 
thinking the election is won i think we'll win in the fall the polls look good everywhere we fall in california and 
new york and ohio and indiana michigan and separate states already things look good there even have a 
good chance to win in california against reagan and michigan against ford that's now i know what there is 
about a changing poll i remember where i stood 
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remember where i stood about the time of the new hampshire primary and this could be reversed the one 
fatal mistake that the democrats can make is overconfidence carter carried essentially the same message to 
a meeting of the democratic national committee we've been anointed he said after hard work and the 
formation of strong bonds with the people of america he told the leadership of the party not to feel that they 
are any better than the people who have given them their trust in effect carter the outsider was saying he 
plans to give 100 and he expects all the party regulars to do the same the last thing on carter's schedule 
before leaving new york a private luncheon here in his headquarters hotel just carter his wife senator 
mondale and his wife the first chance that the four of them have had to be alone since carter made his vice 
presidential selection [Music] it was agreed that mondale and key members of his staff would go to plains 
georgia early next week to meet with carter and his staff to begin planning the campaign strategy at mid 
carter left new york headed home determined to win every state in the general election don oliver nbc news 
new york and on his part senator mondale was learning what it's like to be a certified protected candidate for 
the vice presidency robert hager has that story the fashionable uptown hotel senator mondale had used to 
hide from the press and public these past few days acquired a contingent of police this morning secret 
service men were there too when mondeo began his first full day as the democratic nominee for vice 
president mondale had only four staff people with him at the convention so today a friend volunteered to 
handle the press the carter organization loaned somebody to work on logistics and also loaned a car mondel 
once said he had no taste for the tough grind of campaigning but today he told the executive 
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but today he told the executive committee of the democratic party that he's ready now to campaign hard 
every day of this campaign senator mondale plans a little campaigning tomorrow in his home state of 
minnesota but that trip had been previously scheduled then he'll take a few days off later he'll meet again 
with governor carter in plains georgia but the time when heavy campaigning will begin is still uncertain robert 
hager nbc news new york the democrats were leaving new york city today their party transformed by jimmy 
carter they were leaving behind the madison square garden transformed into unity hall by the democrats but 
only temporarily bob jameson has that story months of work went into making madison square garden look 
like this today only hours after the final gavel it looked like this removal of the convention facilities began last 
night the city of new york which rented the garden for the democrats for almost two million dollars has until 
the end of the month to get everything out the city in turn has given the network six days to get out the city 
which needs the money badly can save 25 000 for each day the dismantling runs ahead of schedule the rush 
is on too because the democrats will be followed into the garden by a rock concert which is already sold out 
the delegates began scattering to their home states today and in the warm after goal of their meeting they 
had nothing but nice things 
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meeting they had nothing but nice things to say about new york city which tried hard to look good for the 
convention um i expected it to be the people to be kind of cold but they weren't the policemen here are great 
so i had to get used to crossing the street against the light and what have you but uh i love the atmosphere in 
new york it was wonderful thank you new york the delegates weren't the only ones happy new york officials 


estimate the visitors spent 25 million dollars here during the convention bob jameson nbc news new york 
there's a very important story today about the republicans president ford and ronald reagan are trying to 
agree on a deal not to challenge the right of each other's delegates to sit in the republican national 
convention more now on alice gibson a delegate to the democratic national convention she enjoyed the 
convention it was sometimes confusing she enjoyed new york today still elated if no longer confused this 
feminist from cottage grove minnesota returned home the last chapter from mike jackson alice gibson went 
to every session of the convention but she says she learned much about what happened there by reading 
about it in the morning newspapers because from where she sat she could hardly see who was at the 
podium and much of the time she could not understand what the speakers were saying even on important 
votes like the one suspending the rules to nominate jimmy carter by acclamation alice gibson wanted to be 
informed and to vote on every issue but like many other delegates she lost out every now and then to add to 
the confusion there were hundreds of people on the floor who had nothing to do with selecting a nominee 
there were honored guests friends and relatives of the delegates

excitement exchanging buttons was fun when she first arrived in new york alice gibson said the convention 
would likely be boring she says now she might have been hasty there were some diversions from the tedium 
of speeches and roll calls alice gibson is on her way back home to minnesota her first convention is over it 
was like nothing alice gibson had ever seen and she's glad she came mike jackson nbc news new york and 
finally some pictures stanley tretich made of jimmy carter in his hotel suite while the democrats were at the 
garden we learned this week how smart and strong the carters are as a team we learned that a man many

railroad station and then announced she was going home to watch soap operas on television john also on 
the program this evening we'll have the latest on the california mass kidnapping story we'll have a report from 
detroit on the opening of labor negotiations between general motors and the auto workers john chancellor 
and david brinkley reporting from the nbc news center in new york good evening president ford said today he 
is very close to locking up the republican presidential nomination and said he would have enough delegates 
by convention time to win on the first ballot at the same time on the same day ronald reagan's campaign 
manager said his man now has 10 more delegates than he needs to be nominated on the first ballot neither 
camp seemed to be troubled by the mathematical impossibility of both men having majority of the delegates 
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men having majority of the delegates the hunt for uncommitted delegates was on in full cry the president 
entertained the whole new jersey delegation at the white house and also held a press conference tom 
brokaw reports here is just the kind of image the ford campaign wants the president in front of the white 
house confident of a first ballot nomination and if the democrats want to talk about watergate again the 
president wants to offer some new proposals including a full-time special prosecutor the nixon there's an 
answer for that too i'm granted the pardon because i thought it was in the national interest i think the 
american people will make the decision not myself whether it'll be an issue or not i decided in the national 
interest i would do it again and just so he won't alienate anyone the president wouldn't name his perspective 
vice presidential candidates now here is john sears from the reagan campaign insisting that his man has 
locked up the nomination but don't all of the counts show reagan well short of the nomination uh i might point 
out to you however that this is not the ordinary situation we are running against an incumbent president and 
in many parts the country and among many people that are elected is uh uncommitted uh it would really 
make very little political sense if they came out too early if they were going the other way and we feel that 
there's a great degree of softness in what is recorded as uh strength at the moment this tug of war will 
continue tomorrow when the president's people hold a news conference to announce that some 
uncommitted delegates from virginia and new york now have decided to go public for president ford not to be 
outdone the reagan people also promise more names tomorrow to go with the three delegates that they 
announced today what's more reagan strategists insist that they will get nine delegates out of the 67 member 
new jersey delegation to do that they may have to go directly 
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to do that they may have to go directly into the white house because that's where the new jersey delegation 
is tonight chatting with president ford in the east room tom brokaw nbc news at the white house as an 
example of how things are going we have learned the two uncommitted delegates in virginia have decided to 
become committed the state chairman to ronald reagan the lieutenant governor to gerald ford by our count 
mr ford has 1106 which is 24 short of victory reagan has 1037 116 remain uncommitted seven of those 
uncommitteds are from suffolk county new york the county chairman edwin schwenk is quoted as saying that 
in return for his group support he expects the president to quote throw some federal aid to our part of the 
woods george meaney at 82 still in charge says he finds jimmy carter to be a very warm human being and 
his executive council has endorsed it earlier meanie said they would endorse nobody until after both 
conventions but he now says the republicans can only choose between tweedledee ford and tweedledum 
reagan and so they endorsed carter today i think that he is not satisfied with things as they are i think he 
wants to change things as has changed the whole economic picture and uh that's what we want to do now of 
course as when you get down to details i'm quite sure that there'll be points of disagreement if he's elected 
president there'll be points of disagreement but his overall purpose is our overall purpose to put america 
back to work the news from plains georgia is that jimmy carter stayed home most of the day out of sight 
relaxing his wife rode in the downtown plains in an electric golf cart to do a little grocery shopping her every 
move watched by crowds of tourists while carter's mother miss lillian also came downtown held court for a 
while at the abandoned 
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held court for a while at the abandoned railroad station and then announced she was going home to watch 
soap operas on television john john jimmy carter was out in the hot sun in plains georgia today and held a 
news conference and said he would run one kind of campaign against president ford and another kind 
against ronald reagan if it's forward he will run against his record in office if it is reagan he will run against 
what he called his inclination to become militarily involved in numerous places don oliver is in plains at the 
high school steps carter held forth on the steps of his old high school in plains in 92 degree heat he said he 
still thinks president ford will be his opponent in the fall and does not plan on making an issue out of the 
pardon of richard nixon had i've been president i would not have pardoned uh president nixon until after the 
trial had been completed in order to let all the facts relating to uh his crimes be known i've never thought that 
president ford uh granted the pardon to president nixon with any motives other than what was best for the 


country i think he was mistaken in and uh bended apart at that point but i don't intend to criticize him because 
of it because i take him at his word carter's running mate senator walter mondale mentioned the pardon in 
his acceptance speech carter said he hadn't talked to mondale about it didn't know if mondale would 
continue to mention it and said he wasn't going to try to dominate his running mate after the news conference 
carter held a strategy session with his key advisors the first one since his nomination they decided that in the 
weeks before labor day carter and mondale will be briefed on issues by scholars and diplomats for the first 
time a representative of senator monville was included in the group mondale has already agreed that his 
campaign will be run out of carter's atlanta headquarters mondale will be down here on saturday night the 
two men will spend 
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night the two men will spend several days talking and then on wednesday they'll receive a briefing from the c 
i a on international problems don oliver nbc news planes jordan jimmy carter came back to new york today 
for a meeting with a group of business leaders saying as he went into the meeting that he promised tax 
reform will deliver it will be cautious would like to see all income treated the same and business has little to 
fear judy woodruff was there and tells what happened three days after he received the blessing of organized 
labor in the form of an endorsement from george meaney of the afl-cio carter came to new york to reassure 
business leaders of his concern for them at the exclusive 21 club he attended a luncheon organized by henry 
ford ii and the chairman of the board of coca-cola he told about 50 executives of big banks and industries he 
believes in the free enterprise system maximum competition and minimum interference by government but 
he had some unpleasant prospects for american companies that now get tax breaks for overseas 
investments the major point that i made with the uh businessmen was that tax deferrals which means that 
there are no taxes paid on income earned overseas until that money is brought back to this country is a 
major uh element and i pointed out to them this was a change in the in the tax laws that i was seriously 
considering at this point my inclination would be to remove those uh tax deferrals however carter said he is 
not inclined to do away with foreign tax credit a significant break for multinational corporations carter 
expressed sympathy for the multinationals and the oil companies he said both been made the scapegoats for 
problems such as the energy shortage created in part by the federal government carter said he would rely on 
business leaders for advice and said he would not let them down but he also said he wants what is in the 
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but he also said he wants what is in the best interest of consumers judy woodruff nbc news new york the 
contest for republican delegates is still close gerald ford by the nbc news count has one thousand one 
hundred and thirteen ronald reagan one thousand and thirty six with a hundred and ten uncommitted 
delegates there has been talk of some delegates seeking special favors from the president in return for their 
support today mr ford issued a stern warning that no consideration favor or reward be offered to any 
republican delegate this came some hours after ronald reagan on the today program talked about heavy- 
handed ford campaign tactics in rounding up delegates in this effort to commit the uncommitted isn't it true 
that mr ford has a lot more he can offer people because he's president yes and i'm afraid that's been one of 
the tactics so far i can't offer somebody a highway or that i'll build a hospital in their zone or give somebody a 
small business administration alone or something and uh sometimes i do believe that some of his 
campaigners have been a little uh well i think a little heavy-handed uh with some of the powers that they're 
attended upon incumbency reagan also said in that interview that he and the president should debate the 
issues at the republican convention in front of the delegates something that has never been done before later 
the white house said the president and reagan have already discussed the issues in the primaries no debate 
but the hunt for delegates goes on and in this contest the state of mississippi with its uncommitted delegation 
looms large tom brokaw is there looking into all this mississippi politics can be as tricky as the currents in the 
river from which the state gets its name for instance until not very long ago it was widely assumed that 
reagan's forces controlled the delegation in this state and therefore reagan would get all 30 votes at the 
convention 
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votes at the convention because mississippi republican officials insist on the unit rule but at the jackson city 
hall a president ford supporter is working hard to upset those plans city councilman doug shanks is getting 
lots of help from the white house and his drive to line up support for president ford in mississippi it is obvious 
that it is very close and i and several other people would like to see mississippi in fact put the president over 
and we're close to that point and it would be i think good for the president and certainly good for us if we 
were able to put him over the hump how many votes short of control do you think you are very few clark reed 
is chairman of the delegation and the state republican party he admires reagan but insists that he has not 
made a commitment to him and he thinks the president is putting too much pressure on mississippi 
mississippi the southern delegate is still federal white horse i think he presents that is you better get on to the 
training station more than he's right now to deliberate who's the best man to be elected and who is the uh uh 
person most representative of the flock of the mississippi republican party well if you had a guest today what 
would you say is president ford going to take control of your delegation before kansas city no i would think 
not one uncommitted delegate who's been getting a lot of attention from the white house still is leaning 
toward reagan but she thinks the president is closing fast a lot of the straw votes they're taking is almost two 
to one reagan over ford and yet uh there's a lot of forced support and depending on what the four delegates 
can muster in the state and that the kind of progress they make in the next couple days would possibly could 
take it sunday the entire mississippi republican delegation will meet in jackson a city named after andrew 
jackson a democrat who always enjoyed a good fight if jackson were still around he'd probably be looking 
forward to sunday especially since the fight is in the other party tom brokaw nbc news jackson [Music] this is

reagan is from california schweiker says he'll take the job and in the understatement of the year said today 
basically this is a coalition reagan said earlier this month i don't believe in the old tradition of picking 
someone at the opposite end of the political spectrum because he can get some votes you can't get yourself 
in picking schweiker reagan has done just that tom brokaw was there when the announcement was made 
reagan's announcement came after a series of weekend interviews in which he said he had not yet decided 
on a running mate but by this morning he had made a decision since i now feel that the people and the 
delegates have a right to know in advance of the convention who a nominee's vice presidential choice would 
be i am today departing from tradition and announcing my selection i have chosen the distinguished united 
states senator from pennsylvania the honorable richard schweiker i'm convinced that this is a ticket behind 
which all republicans can unite and which will lead our party to victory in november thank you all very much 
for coming reagan left immediately after the announcement he would not take questions on his decision to 
pick schweiker reagan's press secretary said the former california governor picked the pennsylvania senator 
because they agreed on major issues busing gun control abortion and national defense reagan spokesman 
also said that schweiker would help in the northeast an area of the country that reagan largely ignored during 
the primaries reagan made his decision on schweiker after meeting with him all day saturday here in los 
angeles they met only once 
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here in los angeles they met only once before at a dinner party in philadelphia a few years ago tom brokaw 
nbc news los angeles shortly after reagan's announcement schweiker had a few words to say in washington 
including these words he is proud to run with the only candidate with a common decency and goodness to 
refuse to play the old callous vice presidential guessing game ford rowan was there listening to schweiker 
and has more richard schweiker has a liberal voting record he's been a delegate pledge to gerald ford but 


now that reagan's picked him for vice president he's resigning as a ford delegate and he says he will try to 
convince eastern republicans to switch to reagan [Music] well i am one of my first assignments that i've given 
myself in this campaign is to call the delegates up from pennsylvania on the telephone i'll be making a lot of 
telephone calls today i know for a fact that there were a lot of people in our delegation who frankly you 
preferred governor reagan but had two concerns one was it wasn't quite the thing to do in my state to before 
him and that little peer group situation prevailed and number two they weren't quite sure that would really 
help the ticket in november and we we solved both problems instantly so i frankly think this is going to 
unleash some very fundamental reagan support in my state and number two it's going to get some poor 
delegates who happen to like dick schweiker to figure that maybe he'd make a good vp and convert them i 
think this has caught the ford forces so off base that they're going to be in very deep trouble and because of 
the mediocre way that they run their campaign they haven't even closed up the nomination three weeks in 
advance as an incumbent president in fact if they run the campaign in the floor like they've run it for a whole 
year i frankly think jimmy carter will make peanut butter and jelly out of the ford campaign the disclosure of 
schweiker's new alliance with reagan produced surprise in the republican party i can't imagine uh two people 
more 
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imagine uh two people more firmly fixed at opposite ends of the street of spectrum on on a ticket well i 
believe that uh this is a uh almost an inconceivable combination of senator schweiker and governor reagan 
speaks of uh political expediency it speaks of opportunism it speaks of a bit of a deal aids to three liberal 
republican senators privately used the same word to describe schweiker's acceptance of reagan's offer 
quote sellout but pennsylvania delegates contacted by nbc news responded cautiously we found no switches 
no shifts in support not yet fordrown nbc news washington if he did nothing else in choosing schweiker 
reagan took away one delegate who had been planning to vote for ford and said so and the president's 
campaign manager saw it as a maneuver to take away more for delegates in pennsylvania marilyn berger in 
washington has looked into this pennsylvania at four campaign headquarters rogers morton called reagan's 
move a politically expedient act of a desperate man says i'm very surprised governor reagan's 
announcement of his choice for vice president he has apparently made this choice without consulting either 
convention delegates or the party leaders and on the surface it certainly appears as though it were in 
exchange of the highest office in the land for a handful of delegates clearly the ford people were jolted and 
the president was surprised but morton tried to put the best face on it saying that it not only wouldn't hurt 
president ford but that it would even help because i think there's a great deal more plus for us in terms of 
delegate effect on uncommitted delegates morton's reasoning was that reagan's choice of a liberal senator 
would alienate conservative delegates and raise doubts about reagan's own political philosophy 
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political philosophy still mr ford is known to be looking over conservatives as his own vice presidential 
running mate meaning that republicans could end up with the choice of a conservative presidential candidate 
running with a moderate or a moderate presidential candidate running with a conservative marilyn berger nbc 
news the white house the lewis harris poll shows that if the election were held tomorrow which is unlikely 
carter would win a massive victory over ford or reagan his poll was taken in the days following the 
democratic convention and it shows carter leading forward 66 percent to 27 percent and leading reagan 68 
to 26 but carter's own pollster says in his view carter is now at his peak and when election day is closer so 
will these figures be closer in plains georgia judy woodruff has been observing carter's comings and goings 
today and his reaction to reagan's choice of schweiker and here's what she has to report carter said reagan's 
choice of richard schweiker as a running mate is clearly an effort to balance the republican ticket because in 
his word schweiker is very liberal he's one of the two republican u.s senators who has strong support from 
labor in 1974 and as i said i think he's a good man but i'm surprised that governor reagan this early is 
choosing a running mate and uh i'm not surprised that southern spica would be it carter said the democrats 
will do well in schweiker's home state of pennsylvania no matter who is on the republican ticket carter and 
his vice presidential choice walter mondale spent the afternoon at a lakeside cottage in plains where they are 


getting a series of issue briefings this week today a busload full of defense policy experts arrived after a 
three-hour trip from atlanta the group was made up of people familiar to previous democratic administrations 
including former deputy secretary of 
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including former deputy secretary of defense cyrus vance through the briefing carter talked about the 
possibility of using nuclear weapons and uh i think that we'd have to be prepared obviously to use atomic 
weapons under certain circumstances to reveal ahead of time exactly what to find parameters might have to 
exist before you would use atomic weapons would be a very serious mistake but if i felt that the security of 
our own nation or the security of a nation with within we had a binding alliance was threatened under those 
circumstances i think that we would have to consider using he said his group of advisers agree the two 
superpowers are approximately equal in nuclear strength said the best chance for avoiding a nuclear war 
would be if both the united states and the soviet union maintain rough equivalency in their defense 
capabilities judy woodruff nbc news planes georgia reagan's choice of schwecker to run with him for vice 
president looks very much like the ticket balancing decision made by carter when he chose mondale that is 
schweiker here in a senate committee room a person somewhat more liberal than himself hoping he'll bring 
in some votes the presidential candidate may not be able to get on his own and schweicher stands in the 
center of the more moderate or liberal wing of the republican party for example back in the days when the 
more conservative republicans including reagan were still defending richard nixon schweiker was writing 
nixon a letter urging him to resign okay i have today uh written a letter to the president of the united states 
my letter reads as follows dear mr president after reading the edited transcripts released by the white house 
last week i am writing to ask that you resign your office and later schweinker finding that the foi and others 
had done a poor job investigating the murder of president 
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investigating the murder of president kennedy this report documents the failures of the u.s intelligence 
establishment in their investigation of president kennedy's assassination and their cover-up to the warren 
commission in general schweicher has one of the most liberal voting records in the senate and that since 
ronald reagan chose senator schwecker to run with him if he runs both sides claimed to have benefited clark 
reed the mississippi state chairman will announce tonight at a press conference in jackson his personal shift 
to ford schweiker himself was saying today he had persuaded 14 pennsylvania delegates to switch from ford 
to uncommitted and was claiming to have switched some others from ford to reagan i have personally picked 
up before governor reagan about a half a dozen delegates from pennsylvania that are basically ford to 
reagan ships uh i also expect uh from the attitude and shifts that i see that we'll have some good hard results 
within the next week or two in addition to these that i'm mentioning today but the other senator from 
pennsylvania hugh scott was saying today the president president ford had gained delegates in his state and 
he said should have enough to wrap it all up within 48 hours as scott put it the ice is breaking there was a 
meeting today scheduled some time ago of some pennsylvania delegates in pittsburgh and richard hunt was 
there to see if he could find any who had changed their minds [Music] there was no outward sign of a change 
in votes when 21 delegates and alternates from western pennsylvania met this afternoon in pittsburgh they 
disagreed about senator schweiker but they all stuck to their previous positions either committed to ford or 
uncommitted personally i feel dick schweiker has made a mistake if anything dick schweiker has done

schweiker has done he has unified all the aspirants who wanted to be vice president to now come over and 
support mr ford because they have no place else to go i am strongly for ford i was strongly for ford when i ran 
as a delegate i'm still strongly for ford i believe that he has done the greatest thing that needed to be done for 
the country and our party by restoring confidence to the executive branch and this i told dick schweiker when 
he called me yesterday and i think it's a bit premature to be making so many definite statements about 
schweiker's made a drastic mistake or that it's been a brilliant political move either way i think it is premature 


i think it is too early to Know definitely what the effects of that decision are one uncommitted delegate said 
privately that she was beginning to make up her mind after the events of the last few days but she would not 
say which way she was leaning richard hunt nbc news pittsburgh and the search for delegates goes on next 
wednesday governor reagan will go to mississippi to explain his decision to some of that state's unhappy 
delegates delegates and in plains georgia today the democratic ticket of carter and mondale talked about the 
economy and got a briefing from george bush of the central intelligence agency judy woodruff reports two 
military helicopters carried the cia director and his staff to the plains airport a grass strip carter had asked for 
an extensive intelligence briefing and when bush arrived today he promised that's what he'd give bush said 
the better informed the candidates are the better it is for the country earlier in the day carter and his running 
mate walter mondale talked about the briefing they had yesterday from nine economists the democratic 
nominees may have set the tone for a fall campaign against gerald ford by blaming most of the nation's 
economic problems on what they repeatedly label the nixon ford administration their standard policy is to 
depend on 
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their standard policy is to depend on small recessions to deal with the problem of inflation and this has been 
evident on many occasions their small recessions degenerate into very large recessions one of our problems 
have been is this stop and go up and down uncertain environment in which business and workers have to 
operate they do not know from day to day what our policy is going to be because frankly we haven't had a 
government that could govern there weren't many surprises in the carter mondale list of economic goals 
including a balanced budget and full employment with as little inflation as possible carter said he hopes to 
reduce inflation to four percent but the tricky thing of course is how those goals will be achieved carter 
suggested stabilizing interest rates using long-range economic planning and increasing business competition 
he said as president he would try to persuade business and labor to hold down wage and price increases but

came out for ford earlier this week then mr ford went downtown for meetings with mississippi's delegates and 
alternates after the general meeting the president talked privately with some of the delegates so far at least 
the reaganites are holding firm legation still is up for grabs there's still a virtual tie but as far as supporting uh 
president gordon for the nomination kind of this of course i'm still the governor i think the president has a 
majority of delegates and alternates in the mississippi delegation uh mr reagan is coming down wednesday 
and just waiting to hear a little more than a month ago when reagan was here in mississippi it appeared he 
had this delegation very nearly sewed up 30 votes that was before the ford organization started its concerted 
effort to raid the delegation with phone calls from ford mrs ford and cabinet officers today's visit is the 
ultimate in ford arm twisting five days from now reagan will be here twisting arms to accept richard schweiker 
whose selection by reagan is helping ford at least in conservative mississippi but still not enough to swing all 
30 votes to the president tom pettitt noc news jackson mississippi there have been questions raised about
